These damages were all re 
stored and, if our memory is not at 
fault, at a millage of not over six 
and we know that a levy of five mill 


'''was sufficient for the necessary ex- 


penses of-the county for many years 
': During the past few years no ex- 
pensive1 bridges have been built, nor 
(expensive buildings erected, no pesti- 
lence or famine to deplete the treas- 
iiry. Why, then, the increase in tax- 
iition? Is it because the Goose-Bone 
Man has predicted great destruction 
of property by flood and fire in this 
year of ,1910, or is it to create a sink- 
ing fund? 
If for the latter, we an- 


ticipate no difficulty as to the sinking 
part. 
This is a question that the 


taxpayer has a reasonable right to 
ask and has a reasonable right to ex- 
liect an honest, straight-forward an- 
swer. If there is a just reason for 
the increase, taxpayer has no kick 
to give and will accept the additional 
burden without a murmur, but still 
insists that he should know what he 
is getting for his money when he 
pays it, or at least what he can ex- 
pect to get.

The State now owns a large body 


of land in different counties of the 
Commonwealth. 
In this county its 


holding is 9,935 acres. It may be of 
some interest to the citizens of the 
county to know sometuing of the his- 
tory of the department that has 
charge of this land. 


In 1893 the Legislature passed an 


act creating a Forestry Commission 
consisting of two members; Dr. J. T. 
Rothrock 
(Botanist) 
and^ W. F. 


Shunk (Engineer) were appointed. 
Their duties were to make an inves- 
tigation into the forest and water 
conditions of the State and to report 
on the same. In 1895 the report of 
this 
Commission 
was 
published. 


Among the many things considered in 
this report were the relation of the 
State to its forests, the water sheds of 
the Commonwealth, wild lands from 
which forest reserves may be select- 
ed, and the influence of the woods on 
the flow of streams. 
In 1895 the 


Legislature established in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture a Division of 
Forestry, of which Dr. J. T. Rothrock 
was appointed Commissioner. 


In 1897 the bill authorizing the 


purchase by the Commonwealth of 
unseated lands at sales for the non- 
payment of taxes, for the purpose of 
creating a State Forestry Reserva- 
tion, became a law. A report was 
published in 1897 which contains "A 
Special Investigation and Report up- 
on the Conditions of Bedford Coun- 
ty," by W. G. Kohout. 


In 1901 a Department of Forestry 


was established, taking the place of 
the Division of Forestry. 
The De- 


partment is composed of five mem- 
bers, a Commissioner of Forestry and 
four other citizens, who together 
shall constitute the State Forestry 
Reservation 
Commission, each of 


whom is appointed by the Governor. 
The Commission, by and with the 
onsent of the Governor, has the 
:>ower to purchase land in any county 
hat in their judgment, is suitable for 
orest preservation. That in no case 
shall the purchase price- exceed five 
dollars per acre. 
They shall have 


'ull power to manage and control all 
ands secured by them; they may 
establish such rules and regulations 
ivith reference to the control and 
management and protection of these 
ands as may be required; they may 


S. Conklin was appointed to the

ment there of a system of practical 
instruction in forestry, to prepare- 
men for the proper care of the re- 
serves. In 1904 Dr. J. T. Rothrock 
resigned as Commissioner, and Rob-

In 1905 an act was passed subject^ 


ing. the reserves to an annual tax of 
three cents per .acre for school pur- 
poses and two cents per acre for. 
roads in the townships in which tire- 
reserves are located. 
In 1909 the/ 


Department was authorized to gro-s?'; 
and distribute young trees to those- 
who will plant and care for the same^. 
At the close of 1907 the State ownetP 
in different counties 752,492 acres: 
and 67 perches. 
At that time there 


were also a great many thousands of 
acres under contract to be purchased^ 
All lands before being purchased are: 
subjected to an examination to de- 
termine their fitness for forestry pur- 
poses. 


In less than ten years the State has 


acquired over 750,000 acres of land, 
none of which was bought without 
proper examination. 
At this time 


916,000 acres of land are under the 
control of the State for forestry pur- 
poses. 
The influences that the re- 


serves exert and the benefits that are 
to be derived from them by the Com- 
!monwealth will appear later. 
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The County Auditors have finished 


their iiob; the report will appear on 
Friday.

Count the Times a Horse Rolls.

It was be 
lieved that the failure would involve 
a larger firm, that firm would involve 
a number of others, and the whole 
community of iron firms in England 
would go down like card houses.

Farming 


XIII.—Swine Management. 


By C, V. GREGORY,

HERE are two general types of 


swiue—bacon and fat. The 
principal fat hog breeds are 
Poland-China, Duroc-Jersey, 


Berkshire and Chester White. These 
breeds are especially adapted to the 
corn belt. Here corn is the principal 
feed, and the fat hog fits in naturally. 


The piincipal bacon breeds are Tarn- 


worth and Yorkshire. The Hampshire 
is intermediate between the two types. 
The bacon hogs are better suited to 
those localities where corn is not grown 
to any extent. Skim milk, peas and 
pasture are among the principal crops 
used in raising bacon hogs. 


Whichever type is selected, an en- 


deavor should be made to get the best 
possible individuals of that type. Not 
only that, but if you wish to succeed 
in the hog business you must pick out 
a certain breed and stick to it. The 
general practice of buying- a boar of a 
different breed every year or BO is 
bound to result in a lot of mongrels. 
The first cross of pure bred animals 
often results In combining the good

qualities of both breeds, but when 
these crossbred animals are bred among 
themselves the good points rapidly dis- 
appear, and in a few years only the 
bad ones are left. 


Fat Hog Type. 


The fat hog should be low set, wide 


and long. The ribs should be well 
sprung to give width to the back and 
lorn, and should extend well down the 
sides. The head should be short and 
wide, with a short, thick neck. The 
shoulders should be well laid in at 
the top, and there should be no de- 
pression back of them. 
A lack of 


heart girth is a fault often found in 
otherwise good hogs. The sides should 
be deep and free from wrinkles. Both, 
fore and hind flank should be well 
filled. The hind quarters should be 
fairly long from the hips back and the 
hams well filled down to the hocks. 
Viewed from the side, the back should 
be slightly arched. 
Swaybacks are 


very bad, especially in brood sows. 
The underline should be level. Viewed 
from behind, the hind quarters should 
be wide and full and the width of 
body even from one end to the other. 
Some hogs have good width in front, 
but narrow off badly behind. 
The 


legs should be strong, and the hog 
should stand up well on his toes. Any 
weakness of the pasterns should cause 
a hog to be discriminated against for 
breeding purposes. 
Constitution, as 


shown by deep, wide chest and gen- 
eral vigor. Is very important. Quality 
of hair, skin, limbs and head should 
also be looked for. If those who are in 
the business of raising hogs for the 
market would take note of these easy 
means of identifying the profitable ani 
mal much disappointment would be 
avoided. 
It matters not what the 


breed, it is necessary to apply this dis- 
criminating process In onfh individna 
case. 


In some casos breeders h:i\ P itone to 


extremes, in producing show nmm.iN 
and have brod hogs, that arc compact, 
chubby and good to look at. but al- 
most worthless for brooding purpose-, 
The breeding sow to be profitable 
must be of good size, rather loosely 
built and with a roomy middle piece. 
The boar should be vigorous and ac- 
tive. A boar of this kind that is a 
little rangy is to be preferred to one 
of the chubby type that is sluggish 
and slo~w on his feet. While compact- 
ness and fine points are desirable, the 
farmer cannot afford to obtain thorn 
at the expense of profitable sized lit- 
ters. 


In the bacon type length and depth 


are sought for especially, without so 
much regard to width 
Larger less 


and a longer and sharper face arc al- 
lowable, and the hams are doep rather 
than full and wide. One of the great- 
est essentials of n bacon hog is qual- 
ity. 
The bone must be clean and not 


coarse, the shoulders exceedingly com- 
pact and the hide smooth and pliable. 


Handling Breeding Stock. 


In selecting breeding stock, besides 


paying attention to the character of 
the individuals, their ancestors should 
also be considered 
It is very impor- 


tant that they come from 
prolific 


strains, since much of the profit or loss 
in the hog business depends on the 
size of the Utters. In case you are 
breeding hogs for sale ns breeders it is 
necessary to select animals of strains 
that are in demand. 


It Is a 
enoral practice to breed 


sows in the fall, when they nre about 
eight months old. Then ns soon sis the 
pigs are weaned the sows are fattened 
and sold. The argument In favor of 


this plan Is that it saves the expense 
of keeping the sows throughout the 
summer. If a good pasture is avail- 
able, however, this expense will not 
amount to much. The use of mature 
sows will bring in a profit that will 
much more than pay the cost of keep- 
ing them throughout the summer. In 
a number of experiments that have 
been conducted along this line it has 
been found that sows two years old or 
over at farrowing time produce nearly 
30 per cent more pigs than yearling 
sows. The pigs from the two-year-old 
sows were considerably larger at birth 
and made 25 per cent faster gains 
afterward. Old sows are much less 
liable to trouble at farrowing time, 
and they give a great deal more milk 
than young sows do. 


Another general practice is to use a 


seven or eight months' old boar for 
breeding purposes. 
This results in 


smaller litters and smaller and less 
vigorous pigs. The boar should be at 
least a year old at time of service. A 
boar that proves to be a satisfactory 
sire should be kept until his.daughters 
reach breeding age, if not longer. 


If warm farrowing quarters can be 


provided, late March or early April is 
the best time for the sows to farrow. 
The pigs are then in good shape to 
make rapid gains on grass all sum- 
mer. Where the climate is cold or 
good accommodations for the sows 
cannot be provided it is better to have 
the pigs come a little later. 


The boar should be kept in a pen by 


himself or with a few bred sows If he 
worries too much and the sows are 
brought to him to be bred. One serv- 
ice Is as good as half a dozen. The 
sow should be taken away as soon as 
served and a record of the service 
made. An aged, vigorous boar may 
be allowed two sows a day when 
handled In thia way. A breeding 
crate is an advantage unless the boar 
and sow are about the same size. 
When the boar is allowed to run 
with the sows all the time his 
strength is wasted by worrying and 
repeated services, and he is less sure. 
The dates of breeding cannot be kept 
in this way, so that when farrowing 
time comes there is no means of 
knowing when to expect the pigs. 
Sows should not be fat at farrowing 
time, but should be in good thrifty 
condition and should be kept so 
throughout the winter. Plenty of ex- 
ercise is also essential if vigorous pigs 
are to be produced. 


When the pigs come early and old 


sows are used fall litters may often be 
raised at a profit. This is specially so if 
plenty of milk can be had. The cost of 
feed is greater with fall litters because 
of lack of grass. There are also consid- 
erable loss and lack of profitable gains 
unless good shelter can be provided. 
Individual conditions, together with a 
few trials, will determine whether or 
not fall pigs can be profitably grown 
for market. When raised for breeding 
purposes fall pigs can always be sold 
at a good profit as yearlings. 


Central Versus Colony System. 


There are two general plans of han- 


dling hogs, the centralized system and 
the colony system. The central sys- 
tem consists of one large hog house 
where all the hogs are kept both win- 
ter and summer. The colony system 
consists of a number of small houses, 
each with its pasture. These small 
houses can be moved up close to the 
other buildings for convenience in whi- 
ter. 


The central system is an advantage 


in winter, as warmer quarters can be 
provided. It is also much more con- 
venient to feed and handle hogs when 
they are all together in this manner. 
The advantage of the colony system 
is that the bouses can be moved from 
place to place wherever they are need- 
ed. There is less liability of disease 
when the hogs are kept in small 
droves, and disease can be more read- 
ily handled if it does break out. The 
pigs can be sorted according to size 
and will do better than if they all run 
together. This system also has the ad- 
vantage of cheapness. The main dis- 
advantage is that it is a great deal 
more work to care for the hogs in 
scattered lots. 


On most farms a combination of thp 


two systems will be found desirable. 
Some individual houses will be needed 
to house the pigs when they are run- 
ning on the different fields and for e\-

The best stylo of movable hcaas 
is the A shape, built In 4 by 4 run- 
ners.
